Alfred 
Walker, noted anti-trust law e.v]ieri, says enough grounds are establish- 
ed by the derision to <-<>m|>el the reorganization of 1OOO different com- 
panies. 


Senator Kenyon of Iowa says he favors amending tha Sherman law 


to imprison violators. Senator Culbert.son of Texas agrees with Justice 
Harlan that the courts had no right to define reasonable and unreason- 
able combinations. A. J>. Kddy, counsel for the Standard Oil Company 
at Chicago, says the business of the. country will go on as usual, with 
changes to meet the interpretation of the law. 


Victor Berger, Socialist congressman, says the decision amounts 
to 


nothing, and that dissolving the Standard Oil Company is as feasible as 
dissolving- the Atlantic ocean. 


Washington, May 16.—The Standard 


Oil company of New Jersey and its 1!) 
subsidiary corporations were declared 
yesterday afternoon by the 
supreme 


court of the United States to be a con- 
spiracy and combination in restraint 
of trade. 


The company also was held to be 


monopolizing interstate commerce in 
violation of the 
Sherman 
anti-trust 


law. 


The dissolution of the combination 


was ordered to take place within six 
months. 


Thus ended the tremendous struggle 


on the part of the government to put 
down by authority of law a combina- 
tion, which, it claimed, was a menace 
to the industrial and economic ad- 
vancement of the entire country. 


At the same time, the court inter- 


preted the Sherman anti-trust law so 
as to limit its application to acts of 
undue restraint of trade and not every 
restraint of trade. It was on this point 
that the only discordant 
note 
was 


heard in the courtt. 
Justine Harlan 


dissented, claiming that cases already 
decided by the court had determined 
once for all that the word undue or 
unreasonable, or similar words, were 
not in the statute. 
He declared that 


the reasoning of the court in arriving 
at its finding was, in effect, legislation 
which belonged in every instance to 
Congress and not to the courts. 


Ever since the decree in this case in 


the lower court, the United States cir- 
cuit court for the Eastern District of 
Missouri, was announced, hopo had 
been expressed by the business world 
that the law would be modified so as 
not to interfere with what was des- 
ignated as honest business. 


Today, that section of the opinion 


calling for the use of the rule of rea- 
son in applying the law is regarded in 
many quarters as nn answer to the 
prayers of the business world. 


The opinion of the court was an- 


nounced by Chief Justice White. In 
printed form it contained more than 
20,000 words. For nearly an hour the 
chief justice discussed the case from 
the bench, going over most of tlie 
points In the printed opinion, but not 
OnOe referring to It in order to refresh 
his momory. 
Hefore him sat a dis- 


tinguished 
audience 
of the moat 


famous men in the country. Senators 
and representatives left their respec- 
tlr* chambers In the Capitol to listen 


to the epoch-making decision of the 
court. 


Most eager to hear were Attorney 


General Wickersham and 
Frank B. 


Kellogg, special counsel of the gov- 
ernment, who hail conducted the great 
fight against the Standard Oil. 


None of the brilliant array of coun- 


sel for the corporations or individual 
defendants was present in the court 
during the reading of the opinion. 


Rival broker agents 
with messen- 


gers In line to the various telephone 
and telegraph instruments throughout 
the Capitol were on hand, but to their 
dismay the announcement of the de- 
cision was not begun until an hoar 
after the closing of the stock markets. 


Many expected that the decision of 


the court 
in 
the 
dissolution suit 


against the tobacco corporation would 
be. handed down immediately after the 
decision in the Standard Oil case. This 
was not done, however, but the de- 
cision is expected on May 29, the last 
decision day of the, court until next 
October. 


The opinion of the court, was con- 


strued to mean that the tobacco case, 
like every other case in which 
re- 


straint of trade are alleged, must be 
subjected to the new test, of reason-

The trouble started when a mob of

the furniture company, who was tak- 
ing several of the 
strike-breakers 


from the factory. 
On« of the police- 


men ^on guard at the plant attempted 
to make an arrest and the mob closed 
In on him. 


Other policemen, with drawn

volvers, quickly arrived, but were 
overwhelmed. 
A squad of reserves 


was rushed to the scene and soon tie- 
gan firing, and the fire was returned 
by a number of rioters.

Workmen's Compensation 


Act 


Columbus, May 16.—Hastening busi- 


ness so that the General Assembly may 
cease its labors next Thursday, the 
committee on conference upon the 
long-disputed workmen's compensation 
act last night reached a unanimous 
conclusion upon matters of difference 
and will report its findings to both. 
Houses. Last night the calendar com- 
mittee of the House advanced for ac- 
tion today the Green nine-hour work- 
day for women bill, and the bill by the 
same author providing for the election, 
of delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention of 1912. 
[ 


Today the Senate committees, wTiicta 


failed to meet last night, will report a 
number of the delayed bills of major 
importance, among them the Kimble 
corrupt practices act. The committee 
of conference upon the hotly contested 
public utilities "commission bill also 
will begin its session early. Within 
48 hours the final appropriation bills 
will be well on their way toward pas- 
sage. 


The changes in the workmen's com- 


pensation act as agreed upon are not 
numerous nor extremely vital. The di- 
vision of contribution to the state In- 
surance fund, 90 per cent for the em- 
ployer and 10 per cent for the 
em- 


ployees, 
remains 
unchanged. 
The 


stripping of noncontributing employers 
of their common law defense In case 
of accident remains untouched. 


The bill, however, is made complete- 


ly elective. It is also provided that If 
the employer violates a statute or or- 
dinance relating to the "health or com- 
fort" of his employees, he shall not be 
deprived of his defense. 
The request 


of the workingmen that death benefits 
should accrue as long as six years after- 
injury was denied and the term made 
two years instead of one, as originally 
proposed. 


It is further provided that railroad! 


men, members of the fund, shall ba 
entitled to compensation even though, 
the disabling acidents occur outside the 
state. 
Employers of five or a 
less? 


number employees are exempted from 
the provisions of the act, but it is pro- 
vided further that they must be regu- 
larly employed. 


There was doubt as to the constitu- 


tionality of this exemption, but after a 
conference 
with 
Atorney-General 


Hogan a satisfactory amendment was 
written into the bill. 


Through the 
enactment 
by 
thai 


House of Representatives of the Doster 
bill, the Episcopal church will have 
legal authority for the carrying into 
execution of its proposed plan of merg- 
ing Its various governing bodies, and 
of incorporating cathedrals and boards 
of control.

Simple Talks on Health. 


Some Exercises for the Muscles of Breath- 


ing. 


INGE so many people breath© improperly, the respiratory muscles 


do not get the exercise they should. This is not only bad in 
itself, but when the deep, full breathing is undertaken, the 
muscles are stiff, inelastic, and thus they retard the acquiring 


of the deep, full breath. A few exercises for these muscles are there- 
fore most helpful, not only in toning up the muscles themselves, but in 
making it easier to form the habit of deep breathing. 


If one breathes only to the collar-bone or a little below, the muscles 


that hold the ribs in place get little exercises. When the deep breathing 
is begun, these muscles will be found to be quite stiff, and this makes 
It rather difficult at first to expand the lower part of, the lungs. -The 
following exercises for these muscles will greatly improve them: 


Take an erect standing position, place the hands under the arm- 


pits, the fingers front over the chest and the thumbs back. Inhale a 
deep, full breath reaching to the very bottom of the lungs and pressing 
the diaphragm down. 
Hold this breath for a few moments and then, 


as it is exhaled, squeeze the sides of the chest with the hands. Take 
this exercise moderately at first, for all exercise when muscles are 
unused is liable to make them feel a little sore. 


One of the worst results of lack of proper breathing is a contracted 


chest. This is made still worse by the work many people do. All those 
engaged in sedentary work are apt to bend over their work, and their 
c\hest gets contracted and their shoulders round. This not only spoils 
the appearance of the figure, but It leads to ill-health. 


To expand the chest, stand properly, take a full breath, retain it, 


and while it is retained extend the arms forward on a level with the 
.shoulders, the hands clenched, and then swing each arm backward 
-antll it is straight out from the shoulder sidewise. 
Swing them back- 


ward and forward this way several times. 
Then exhale the breath. 


Keep the chest well up while doing it and the shoulders down. If the 
chest measure is taken when the exercise is begun and then taken again 
when it has been practised for a month or so, there will be found to be 
a gratifying increase in size. 


From improper breathing, many of the cells of the lungs become 


Inactive. 
The full breath cannot waken them and make them active 


and healthy all at once. 
A little extra exorcise is helpful. 
For this 


take a slow, full breath, and while inhaling, gently tap the chest all 
over with the finger-tips. When the lungs are full, hold th-p breath for 
a few seconds and pat the chest gently with "the palms 
Then exhale 


slowly. This exercise is very stimulating and helps to make the lungs 
active and red-blooded all over. 


Another helpful exercise is when walking to count the steps men- 


tally while inhaling and exhaling. 
A man who was pronounced by his 


doctor as beaded for consumption said he cured himself by taking this 
exercise. He had a family and could not give up his work as his phy- 
sician advised. 
But every day during his noon hour, he walked so 


many blocks and inhaled for so many steps and exhaled for so many. 
At first, his count for inhaling and exhaling was very low, only a few 
steps. But gradually he increased it, and before many months, he was 
taking great deep draughts of air, and the fear of consumption had

We report 


one of 
the 
dis- 


courses, which was 
preached from the 
words of the Apos- 


tle, "Christ brought life and immor- 
tality to light through the Gospel." 
The speaker said:— 


All around us we see what the Scrip- 


tures designate a reign of sin and 
death. The various forms of life in 
nature—the grass, the flowers, the low- 
er animals and man—exist for a brief 
summer time of life, then wither and 
die. 
This does not strike us as 


strange, except- in conjunction with 
humanity, and that because of man's 
greater intelligence—his appreciation 
of the value of life, his growth in 
knowledge and his ability to use life's 
opportunities with bis Increased wis- 
dom. 


The disposition to shun death is 


not peculiar to man; it is the law 
of nature. The smallest creature, by 
Instinct. Sees from death. The law of 
self-preservation is properly said to be 
the first law of nature. The lower ani- 
mals, like man. have sensation, an ap- 
preciation of pain; but all these things 
are much more pronounced in humani- 
ty than in the lower animals; and the 
lower the form of life the more slight 
are these sensations. We are not de- 
fending vivisection, but we quite agree 
with scientists that the pain, the suf- 
fering of the lower animals, is as noth- 
ing in comparison with that of hu- 
manity. We even note the fact that 
the more refined a human being, the 
more Intense his suffering. 
Corre- 


spondingly, refinement and intelligence 
bring fear of death and desire for 
life everlasting. 


AH mankind seem, instinctively, to 


hope for a future life, even though with 
the majority the hope is accompanied 
with dread respecting its conditions. 
However, only the Bible reveals a ra- 
tional basis for faltb respecting a fu- 
ture life—a survival or the general 
death conditions everywhere prevalent. 
The heathen hope tor a future life, but 
none of them furnish a logical basis 
for such expectations. 
Only in the 


Bible can this be found. 


The heathen hope Is represented by 


their great philosophers. Socrates and 
Plato. Their hope is. in brief, that, in 
view of man's great superiority over the 
beast, it must be be will have a future, 
even though to all appearances death 
means the same to the human as to the 
brute. The Bible explains that man was 
indeed created in his Maker's image and 
likeness and granted the privilege of 
eternal life on condition of obedience, 
but that he disobeyed and therefore 
became subject to death; and that 
death, the penalty, effects him exactly 
as it does the brute creation. 
But the 


Bible does not leave the subject here. 
It tells of God's pity and love, and of 
His provision to rescue mankind from 
sin and from death. 


God Meat* Man's Emergency. 


Since the Divine sentence is that 


only the perfect may live, Adam and 
his race, as imperfect sinners, could 
not have eternal life after a violation 
of the Divine Law; but to meet this 
emergency. Divine Love provided a 
Redeemer, who died, "the Just for the 
unjust"; "As by man came death, by 
a Man also comes the resurrection of 
the dead; for as all in Adam die. even 
so all in Christ shall be made alive; 
every man In his own order" (1 Corin- 
thians xv, 21-23t. 


Thus God has manifested His char- 


acter in a way and to a degree which 
could never have been known to an- 
gels or to men hud He not permitted 
sin to enter the world 
His Justice 


has been manifested In the Infliction 
of the death penalty upon our race for 
six thousand years. 
Divine Love has 


been manifested in the arrangement 
made by which the Only Begotteu Son 
of God. on the heavenly plane, counted 
it joy to leave His glory and honor 
and be made flesh arid die for our sins 
Before the Divine Plan shall be fully 
consummated. 
God's 
Wisdom 
and 


Power will also stand fully revealed 
through His dealing with sin and sin- 
ners. 


Through the merit of Christ's death. 


Adam's transgression will be fully off- 
set, and the penalty of Adam's sin 
will be fully paid to Justice: and Adam 
himself and all of his posterity, who 
Save shared his penalty, will be net 
free from the sighing and crying, the 
pain and trouble, mental, morn I and 
physical. Incidental to the execution of 
the death sentence against sinners 
Thus, through the dentb of Jeans. Di- 
vine provision has been made for a 
future eternal life for mankind—for 
so many us will appreciate the priv- 
ilege and conform themselves to the 
Divine laws and avnll themselves of 
the privileges which will be granted.

Everlasting Life For Humanity. 


As we have seen, the Almighty alone, 


possessed inherent immortality until 
He gave It as a reward to His glorious 
Son, 
"The Beginning of the creation 


of God." By and by, iit'the First Res- 
urrection, when the elect "overcomers" 
shall enter upon this same plane of 
immortality, the opportunity to become 
of this nature will be closed, so far as 
the Scriptures declare.

The immortality enjoyed by the an- ' 


gels, otherwise spoken of In the Scrip- j 
tures as everlasting life. Is not Inher- 
ent immortality, but an eternal main- 
tenance In life by the Creator, subject 
to the condition of obedience aud right- 
eousness, 
t 


In this same sense of the word Adam 


was immortal, but his Immortality was 
dependent upon his obedience. When 
he disobeyed. Divine provision for his 
sustenance was withdrawn. He was 
expelled from Eden that the sentence 
of death might take effect, "dying thou 
shalt die." Similarly. Satan and oth- 
ers of the angels, because of disobedi- 
ence, will be destroyed, hence their im- 
mortality waa conditional, as was that 
of humanity. 
i 


The redemption to be accomplished 


by the Redeemer during His reign as 
Messiah Is to reinstate all the willing 
and obedient in human perfection and 
Divine favor, as these were enjoyed 
by Adam before his transgression. All 
the wilfully wicked, all not desirous of 
returning 
to 
fellowship 
with God 


through the Redeemer, will be destroy- 
ed in the Second Death. The test will 
be so thorough, so crucial, that God 
declares that/ there shall be no more 
crying, no more dying; which implies 
that there will be no more sin—that 
the lessons connected with human and 
angelic transgression will be so thor- 
oughly learned that those found worthy 
of eternal life will have their charac- 
ters eternally fixed in respect to right- 
eousness and sin. as God's character 
Is fixed and unchangeable. 


Life and Immortality. 


The Scriptures, as we have already 


Intimated, use the word Immortality in 
a more restricted sense than is com- 
mon in our general usage. They ap- 
ply the word to the Father and to the 
Son, 
and to the Bride, the Lamb's 


Wife. The blessing of everlasting life 
provided for angels and for men found 
obedient to tbe Divine will is Scrip-1 
turally called, not immortality, but 
everlasting life.

Thus the Scriptures explain the two-1 


fold work of Christ: (1) The work for 
the world, in providing for all the will- 
Ing and obedient of mankind, ever- 
lasting life: (2) the 
work for 
the 


Church, in making possible for the will- 
lug and obedient of tbe Bride class, 
glory, bouor and immortality, the di- 
vine nature. 
The Scriptural expres- 


sion is that "Christ brought life and 
Immortality to light through the Gos- 
pel" (11 Timothy 1. 10). Everlasting 
life was intimated in the remote past, 
but not specifically stated. 
The dec- 


laration that "the Seed of the woman" , 
should "bruise the Serpent's head" Im- j 
plied a recovery from sin aud death. 
a victory over the Adversary, a release 
of mankind from the death penally. 


But It was not specific. The promise 


of God to Abraham, that in bis Seed 
all tbe families ot the earth should be , 
blessed, contained nn intimation of a , 
Divine provision tor the restoration of i 
humanity from death and the present 
fallen condition, a restitution to eter-1 
nul life conditions. 
But there was

nothing specific in it 
The Prophets , 


also gave intimations of coming bless- 
ings through a great Messiah, but fail- 
ed to say that eternal life would b* 
the grand result 


The Glory to Come. 


Not until the Savior appeared and 


made His consecration unto death, on 
behalf of the nice, was it proper for 
even Him to jri\e such assurances. 
But after His consecration, during the 
three and a half years of His minis- 
try. He declared His mission to be the 
seeking and recovery of that which 
was lost, and the giving to Ills foot-
